What also sickened me of the editing, and it is not by any means normal editing, 
is the total elimination of what i also sent, both glossy print and the page from 
Post Mortem, FBI Exhibit 60 of Chi , That is indispensible as I wrote the book*for the 
uses made of the President's tie on page 245.

Exhibit 60 has several great importances. One is to show that witfo normal FBI 
photography the pattern of the tie is very,very clear, unlike the pictures it gave the 
Commission and the Commission published. It gave the Commission pictures that have no 
meaning in terms of showing the pattern, etc. As pfl C 31 on the preceding pagej shows 
witn photographs I sent up along with negatives. But Exhibit 60 also is proof that the 
Commission lawyers knew about the fact that the collar has no bullethole in it and more 
that I go into in the text. 


These changes absolutely must be made! X will not be made into a spectacle or have 
the book ludicrous.
